Gerald W. Johnson, the em- 
inent historian, reminds us that 
in 1824 there was a “health is- 

sue’ in an 
American pres- 
idential cam- 
paign. 
This was 
when William 
Crawfordof 
Georgia, one of 
the distin- 
guished and tru- 
ly national fig- 
ures of his time, 
, | was ill of a 
stroke, but nonetheless was pic- 
tured by ardent supporters as 
possessed of sufficient health to 
campaign and carry out the du- 
ties of the presidency. 

To be sure, there was none of 
the professional Madison avenue 
*‘huckstering”’ techniques “—° 
(“Heart disease is good for you” 
e . “Love that ileitis’’) o* 
such. as finally disturbed the 
White House in 1956 and brought 
about a gagging of the more 
ebullient sloganeers. 

In 1824 William Crawford, now 
largely a forgotten man of his- 
tory, was, as Mr. Johnson writes 
(New Republic), ‘‘a mighty po- 
litico of his time,’’ and was lead- 
ing the field at least as far ‘as 
Adlai Stevenson is today. He 
was regarded, in the argot of our 
time, as a ‘‘shoo-in for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination, which was 
then called the Republican nom- 
ination and, in view of the disso- 
lution of the Federalist party, 
was equivalent to election.’’ 


Fate 


Without any substantial doubt 
William Crawford would have 
been president of the United 
States had he not, in the fall of 
1823, suffered a stroke. It left 
him partially paralyzed, and 
with eyesight impaired. He im- 
proved slowly, but his friends 
kept up a steady flow of opti- 
mistic bulletins and reports on 
his condition. From the begin- 
ning they declared his illness 
was not serious and that he 
would be the nominee and the 
next president. 

But, his health did not im- 
prove rapidly enough and, lack-

This 
set the stage for the bitter cam- 
paign of 1828, one of the most 
violent in the annals of ‘‘dirty,’’ 
smear-type politics. 

The people, who had made 
Crawford a tremendous favorite 
earlier in the year, had come to 
realize that a sick man is never 
the proper judge of his condition. 


Decline 


It is astonishing, in retrospect, 
that Crawford should have so 
largely disappeared from _ his- 
tory. In state politics, on the 
way up to national prominence, 
he was a commanding figure, 
one of the better known, and 
therefore, successful duelists of 
the time. The ‘common man of 
the time might gouge and fight, 
but gentlemen dueled. 
he killed the unlucky Peter L. 
van Allen, a Dutch-New Yorker 
who had wandered into Georgia, 
doing him in at ten paces. In 
1806 he and John Clark, later to 
become Governor of the state, 
also dueled at ten paces. Craw- 
ford was wounded in the wrist 
and was unable to kill Clark. 

In 1807 he went to the United 
States Senate and began a ca- 
reer which saw him President 
of that body, Minister to France, 
Secretary of War and Secretary 
of the Treasury. He refused to 
run against his friend James 
Monroe, whom he could have 
defeated. Ironically, being 
younger, he agreed to wait and 
allow the old hero his chance. 
There is a strong legend, unsup- 
ported by any evidence save 
that President Monroe came to 
Georgia to consult him at the 
time he was preparing his poli- 
cy, that Crawford helped write 
the famed Monroe Doctrine. He 
twice was in Monroe's cabinet. 

Crawford’s last years were 
tragic. Crippled in body, and 
often unclear of mind, he al- 
lowed himself to be used by poli- 
ticians seeking to advance them- 
selves. He was permitted to 
make statements which make 
him. look ridiculous and which 
destroyed his reputation. His old 
rivals lived on, to attain fame 
and fortune. Because the sick 
man made himself vulnerable, 
they, too, used hint as a whip- 
ping boy. 

There is no sadder story in 
American political history.

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Taft-Hartley Threat 
Hangs Over Strike 


Unless the steel strike soon is settled, 
the President has intimated he will in- 
tervene with the mechanics of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. Under such “intervention,” 
the President would: 

1—Appoint a board of inquiry to 
make an investigation and report whether 
there is in fact an emergency, and if so, 
the nature of it, including the points at 
issue. This report must then be made 
public. 

2—If an emergency is found to exist, 
the President then has the power to re- 
quest a federal injunction which, under 
the act, is limited to 80 days. During 
this period both the company and the 
union would be required to go back to 
work on terms in force at the time of 
the strike. 

3—Before the period ends the board 
must make a second public report set- 
ting forth the detailed issues, the prog- 
ress, if any, made toward settlement of 
them and possibilities of success. 

4—If there is no settlement, the act 
then requires a secret ballot by the work- 
ers on management's last offer. If this 
vote is-for a continuance of the strike, 
then the controversy goes to Congress. 

Neither management nor unions want 
the Taft-Hartley Law to be invoked. 
Management does not because of a num- 
ber of reasons. One of them is the two 
public, fact-finding reports, which usually 
have a majority and minority division. 

Still another is the political result. 
Steel management strongly supports the 
Eisenhower administration. Politics re- 
quire a settlement before the Republican 
convention begins at San Francisco. 

A third is there is fear that the union, 
hostile to the act, might resist until the 
issue is thrown into the lap of Congress. 
There are other reasons, but these are 
the immediate ones. 

The union, which has held the Taft- 
Hartley Act to be stacked against labor, 
has no desire to see the measures of it 
invoked. It, too, has political and ideolog- 
ical reasons to oppose it. The union, 
and probably management, too, would 
prefer to fight it out and reach their 
own agreement. 

For the public, and the government, 
there is fear the Taft-Hartley threat may 
force a hurried agreement which would 
produce great acceleration of inflation. 

The administration, while fearful of 
inflation, has timorously refused to put 
before both management and union, a 
firmly-put proposal that another round 
of price increases and wage increases 
can mean only trouble and frustration. 
Administration leadership, if given pub- 
lic support, which it could have, might 
be able to bring about an agreement 
which would conform to the economics of 
the situation. Such leadership is missing. 
A hurried settlement to avoid the in- 
junction of the Taft-Hartley Act could 
lead to. disaster.

In other words, 
the return to the treasury will be much 
greater in the long run than actual cost 
of the program. 

Most of us know many of those who 
have trained under the GI Bill and thus 
know of its effect on individuals. The vast 
majority—as the schools and _ colleges 
found out—accepted the program in dead 
earnest. They revitalized many a static 
intellectual atmosphere. 

The GI education program has been 
a huge success in its over-all effectiveness. 
The nation’s social and economic posi- 
tion has been greatly strengthened.

The State of New Mexico held open 
house recently on the occasion of the 
dedication of its new penitentiary. 

Citizens by the thousands came 
sightseeing. They saw the death house 
and its gas chamber, the solitary con- 
finement cells and the big cell blocks 
where the better behaved prisoners live— 
if you call it living—segregated by so- 
ciety from society. 

Curiosity, both morbid and 
drew most of the visitors. But perhaps 
some of the young and impressionable 
absorbed the idea that crime doesn’t pay. 

The citizens and taxpayers saw no 
prisoners. Their visit was a preview. 
The prisoners were moved in later. So 
they were spared the most depressing 
aspect of the prison system, the thousands 
of hopeless men and women locked up 
together with no sure future except a 
continuation of their careers of crime. 

The visit though, did let in some air 
and light. Of the many who inspected 
the new penitentiary, some might ponder 
the system and the way it defeats its own 
ends. They might consider how incar- 
ceration, with little or no effort at re- 
habilitation and slight hope of a job 
later, makes repeaters out of first of- 
fenders and helps keep our jails full. 

The Spokesman, the publication of the 
Georgia State Penitentiary at Reidsville, 
comments on this failure of the system 
quite often and has suggested that civic 
groups make a study of the prison system 
one of their projects. 

There is no doubt the prison system 
is wasteful of money and lives. It is 
one of our greatest extravagances.

As far back as 3,000 years ago 
the agrarian population was ad- 
vised to destroy vineyards to cut 
down on overproduction, Europe 
was plagued with overproduction 
in later centuries in some crops. 

An old newspaper file discloses 
that in 1910, for instance, a group 
of Decatur County farmers piled 
up their tobacco and burned it to 
reduce the surplus. 

During the Roosevelt administra- 
tions, strong measures were adopt- 
ed to put a curb on overproduction 
in an effort to bring about price 
rises and end a serious depression. 
Crop controls, although distasteful 
to many, at least worked. 

Thousands of acres of the basic 
commodity crops were plowed 
under during the earlier days of 
federal control. Support prices 
have come to be an accepted thing 
in the farm program. 

Today the nation faces a_ prob- 
lem of maintaining a semblance of 
balance between supply and de- 
mand, which since the beginning of 
trade has been a basic law of econ- 
omy, Surplus, therefore, is current- 
ly a major problem as it has been 
in past centuries. It will remain a 
perennial headache in the future

The Cross Stands 
As Mighty Symbol 


“It was not the Cross of Jesus, but His vic- 
tory over the Cross, that set the world singing and 
brought into the soul of man a new hope, a new 
joy, a new and haunting kind of goodness.’’ 


These words by Joseph 


Fort Newton are quoted by Madeleine S. Miller in her new book, “A 
Treasury of the Cross,”’ recently published by Harper and Brothers. 
That the Cross was not the final word in Christ's life, but that He 
conquered the torture of crucifixion, has made the Cross a symbol of 


victory, not of death. 

Nothing so characterizes the 
spirit of Christianity as the Cross. 
In one form or another the Cross 
has become identified with the 
love of Christ, His sacrifice, His 
message and His triumph. 

Long ago Mrs. Miller began to 
collect crosses, Through the years 
she has traveled to many lands 
where she has found and acquired 
large and small crosses, old ones 
and new, rare forms and common, 
expensive jeweled crosses and 
coarsely wrought ones. Her col- 
lection includes hundreds and in 
her book she tells their stories, 
their meanings and their histories. 
Nothing, I should think, would be- 
come a more meaningful or in- 
triguing study for Christians than 
the investigations of the way in 
which the Cross of Christ has per- 
meated world history. 

Dozens of photographs and illus- 
trations of various crosses are 
included in the book. Along with 
these is the fascinating history of 
the march of the symbolisms of 
the Cross through the centuries, 
The author describes the Christian 
symbols found in the Roman cata-

combs in many an obscure and 
out-of-the-way place. She tells of 
crosses embroidered in tapestries, 
inset on royal crowns, emblazoned 
on flags and on coins and stamps. 

Surely the Cross on the Hill of 
Calvary has become a sign for 
all men of faith. 

I was particularly interested in 
Mrs. Miller’s account of the em- 
blem worked out for the World 
Council of Churches. The em- 
blem, which represents universal- 
ity, is based on a symbol seen in 
paintings on damp walls of the 
catacombs. It goes back to the 
age of persecution of Christians 
and shows a small sailing vessel 
riding almost overwhelming 
waves, yet plowing through to its 
desired haven. The upright mast 
of the ship with its transverse 
yardarm forms Aa Cross. 

“This courageous emblem S&ug- 
gests man’s long voyage over 
life's sea to eternity,’’ the author 
writes, ‘‘and it also denotes his 
universal longing to journey to 
far-off places, to find fresh hori- 
zons, to evangelize the world and 
his growing in Christian grace.”

Charge Tax | 


Boat Is Void 


Attorneys for two Atlanta whole- 
sale liquor firms argued Monday 
that State Revenue Commissioner 
T. V. Williams’ executive order last 
year increasing the warehouse 
charge on liquor by $1.25 per’ gal- 
lon was ‘‘unconsitutional.”’ 

The assertion of unconstitution- 
ality came as attorneys sought to 
have grand jury _ indictments 
against the two companies quashed 
in Fulton Superior Court. Argu- 
ments will continue at 10 am. 
Tuesday before Judge Jesse M. 
Wood. 

In arguing general and special 
demurrers to the indictments, de- 
fense attorneys contended they 
were prevented from properly rais- 
ing the constitutionality question 
hecause copies of Williams’ order 


were not attached to the indict- 
ments, 

The indictments, returned last 
December, charged the Genera! 


Wholesale Co., 710 Ashby St., NW, 
with filing a false report of the 
amount of liquor it had on hand 
June 6, 1955. A similar charge was 
made against the National Distrib- 
uting Co., 450 Marietta St.. NW. 
Chris Carlos, the distributing com- 
pany’s president, was also charged 
with false swearing in another in- 
dictment. 

The indictments charged the two 
firms reported less than the actual 
amounts of liquor they had on hand 
which was subject to the additional 
warehouse charge. 

Regarding indictments of the 
firms for the offense of false swear- 
ing, defense attorneys contended 
corporations were not indictable 
for felony charges the law 
does not set up any way they 
could be punished if convicted. 
They claimed corporations could 
be tried only on misdemeanor 
charges. 

The state contended, however, 
that a state code section sets up 
how corporations can be tried for 
crimes and punished by fines ‘‘at 
the discretion of the court.” 

In regard to the revenue com- 
missioner’s order, the state said 
the indictments were not based on 
the order but on the offenses al- 
leged in the indictments.

That a few pointed illustrations 
are worth more than a set of 
rules is the basis of today’s of- 
ferme. We might devote consid- 
etable space and time to a broad 
sermon on tactics, but a step-by- 
step review of today’s incident 
might be somewhat more pal- 
atable. 

The first round of bidding was 
natural enough though with one 
less trump South’s call of two 
spades would have been a highly 
doubtful procedure. To make a 
free bid at the level of two in a 
suit higher in rank than partner’s 
is a drastic step in that it has a 
tendency to catapult the bidding 
into the level of three without 
much ado. Under the circum- 
stances, therefore, North’s cue 
bid is quite acceptable. East’s 
bid of three hearts was some- 
what in the nature of defiance. 
It is quite disturbing to hear 
such violent action on the part 
of the opposition when one holds 
a hand of these _ proportions. 
South's rebid of three spades is 
vetoed by this department. 
North’s cue bid forcing to game 
has rendered such action un- 
necessary. 


Furthermore, South’s ate of 
clibs which was the backbone 
of his first free bid has now 
proven to be excess baggage. 
North, expecting partner to pro- 
duce additional values properly 
contracted for slam. Observe 
how much’ more _ impressive 
would have been the South hand 
with the king of diamonds in 
place of the ace of clubs.

This is often 
achieved with inverted = side 
pleats. 


The cape is a major item in 
furs for fall. There are full- 
length and _ three-quarter-length 
capes for daytime and evening 
in the barrel silhouette, with big 
collars. 


EVENING WRAPS 


Long evening wraps are de 
signed to be worn over slim and 
bouffant gowns. One of the new- 
er ones has a petal hemline, and 
sleeves that reach to just below 
the elbow. 

Color is no longer shied away 
from in better furs. Some of the 
luscious shades that were shown 


include a bright gold called 
brass, a gleaming blue called 
star sapphire, a golden apricot 


called tourmaline, 
white. 

There is no word as to whether 
mink.or fox or some other fur 
is more poptlar or fashionable.

Nutrition knowledge makes 
it possible to adjust calories be- 
low requirements, yet include all 
the protective nutrients in abun- 
dant amounts so that body tis- 
sues are kept in a fine state. of 
repair. Truly, science has taken 
all the guess work out of reduc- 
ing and weight control, 
NORMAL WEIGHT 

Once you have reached nor- 
mal weight, there is no need to 
force nature to draw on stored 
fat, and calories can match your 
daily needs. Your best bet is to 
continue to make _ protective 
foods the backbone of the daily, 
menus. Increase calories any 
way you please—by adding some 
favorite foods or by having 
larger servings of some of the 
favorites already included in the 
diet pattern. But watch that 
yellow mark—it’s dangerous to 
go through the yellow!
